Salisbury Taken to Task. 

London, Jan. 17. — A oonsidorable por- 
tion of tho Tory press, continuo to attack 
Lord Salisbury's Liverpool speeches, and 
are particularly venomous in their com- 
ments upon his references to tho tariff. 
Why tho Premier should pursue a policy 
or advocate movements upon a lino and to 
tho advantage of Gladstone, says these 
journals, when he took olheo to reverse 
the Liberal Premier's* policy, seems incom- 
prehensible, yet that is precisely what 
they conceive him to be doing. It savors 
reiy much of Ingratitude for tho 
Conservative papers to denounce a man 
who has sacrificed sn much of 
hia self respect, and endured so great a 
degree of humiliation in bis endeavors to 
hold working relations with the unionists 
that the tory party might retain control 
of tho government, hut these journals 
show no disposition to spare him on this 
account. "Lord Salisbury," said a tory 
member this evening, "was always a 
political trimmer, and can never he any- 
thing else. When ha was Lord Robert 
Cecil he defended the paper duty, deny- 
ing that a person of education could learn 
anything from a penny newspaper, and 
later as Lord Oranborue he denounced 
Mr. Disraeli's household suffrage 
proposal; now he renders a fawn- 
ing submission to Lord Uartington 
in order that bo may retain power. But j 
if he could see his way clear to remain at | 
the head of tho government without the 
Unionist leader and his followers he 
would throw them overboard incontinent- 
ly." It is asserted the Unionists went 
over the government's local government 
proposal yesterday and completely re- 
arranged the scheme to their own liking, 
Lord Salisbury agreeing to the changes 
insisted upon because he could not help 
himself. 

Thrcatfurtl Revolt. 

Tito Cabinet decided after a two hour's 
session to-day to make concessions calcu- 
lated to avert the threatened revolt of the 
Unionists from the local government bill 
as originally submitted. 

Iniliiiaiitiou Aroused. 

Wilfred Blunt's astounding statement 
concerning Mr. Balfour's intention to 
arrest and imprison home rulers physi- 
cally unable to endure prison life, 
has aroused widespread indignation and is 
the subject of general comment. It is 
probable that "Vlr. Balfour will deny he 
ever said or thought of such a thing and 
perhaps there may he a brief suspension 
Of the wholesale arrests that are being 
made in Ireland to given color of truth 
to tho denials, but it is assort- 
ed here to-night that the government 
intends to make a largo number of arrests 
under the Grimes' act during the next 
fortnight., and tho fact that eleven persona 
wore arrested at GaTway last evening 
would seem to confirm the assertions. 
The charge made against the Galway pri- 
soners is that of "intimidation," which is 
a Hort of blanket charge of sufficient 
breadth to insure conviction under at 
least ono of the numerous Dublin 
Castle definitions of the term. It is 
now pretty well understood that O'Brien 
will be re-arrested at the expiration of his 
present sentence for participation in the 
famous midnight meeting at Woodford.

Following is the translation) of tho lot- 
i tor found on one of the Chinamen charged 
i with conspiracy to kill Mr. Vrooman. 
! The translation is said to be a true ono: 
■ "Lum Kip, salaried soldier. All have 
: heard how plans and schemes must be the 
production of learned men and scholars, 
I and that coping with enemies, lighting 
' with arrows, settling affairs of the state 
are all devolved upon such as are well 
versed in the arts of war. This agree- 
ment with the above salaried soldier made 
from fear of internal rebellion, as well as 
external act of contempt, and derision, is 
on the same grcU principle, which is true 
of states and families. You. in common 
with all salaried soldiers, shall act only 
upon orders. You shall not act without 
orders or hazardly. But if there bo among 
the members any who should be treated 
with contempt, and the time of danger 
should suddenly approach, you shall act 
according to the expediency of the case- 
enter the arena if necessary. Under all 
circumstances be faithful in serving our 
society; but you shall not presume upon 
this power to revenge on your own 
enemies. Whenever orders are given, 
and soldiers called as occasion demands, 
you do come bravely forward fearing 
only to be late and Striving to be 
first. You shall not, retreat at the moment 
when battle is declared. Sou shall go 
with orders from our director to all the 
b labs that come to this port having pros- 
titutes on board for the purpose of bring- 
ing them. Adhere strictly to orders and 
bo on time. To servo us with all your 
heart, you may injure or kill, and the re- 
wardwdl be $500. [fjoushould bo hurt in- 
stead so that you would havo to engage 
the services of a physician for any length 
of time, the amount t hat would he award- 
ed you for expenses would be $10 per 
mouth. After you have had the services 
of tho physician and have been cured, but. 
find that you cannot do more heavy work 
you shall have the additional sum of $200, 
besides a subscription will be taken up 
and entered in a book to aid your return 
home. Fearing that word of mouth may 
not bo evidence this agreement is in ide to 
be such. It is further stipulated that you 
shall, in common with all members, exert 
yourself and injure or kill any one at the 
direction of our society.

Wiuit Commercial Union. 

San Francisco, Jan. 17. — At tho an- 
nual meeting of the Chamber of Com- 
merce this afternoon, tho following Jresor 
lotion was adopted: "Whereas, it has 
been intimated to this chamber and other 
similar organizationa in tho United States 
that a huge number of citizens of Canada, 
including representative merchants and 
men of affairs were most favorably in- 
clined lo the perfecting of an arrangement 
with the United States, providing for un- 
restricted commercial intercourse betwoen 
the two countries, ami the adoption of the 
tariff of the United States, thus 
permitting free exchange of Amer- 
ican and Canadian products, to the 
end that commerce may be fostered 
between the two countries and tho fisher- 
ies question amicably settled, this cham- 
ber is of opinion that commercial union 
with tho Dominion of Canada would tend 
to the increase of trade mid manufactur- 
ing of this city and state, therefore be it 
resolved that the chamber of commerce of 
Sail Francisco regards with favor any meas- 
ure for encouraging trade between theU.S. 
and the Dominion of Canada, either by 
commercial union or otherwise, which may 
be deemed mutually equitable and advan- 
tageous and which would at the same time 
harmonize the differences which now exist 
in regard to the fishery question.

of the San Francisco Journal of Commerce— 
A Number of Able Articles illustrated 
by Hideous Pen sketches. 

We are indebted to T. N. Hibben & 
Co. for a couple of copies of the British 
Columbia number of the Journal of Com- 
merce of San Francisco. Its letter press 
descriptive treats of the four cities of the 
province, the capital city occupying the 
fiist place. So far as we havo read the ar- 
ticles are well written, and show consid- 
erable research and a comprehensive grasp 
of tho subject in hand, though there is an 
effort to look at everything through 
American spectacles. However, Dr. Cray 
deserves a great deal of credit for the or- 
cellence of his writings. 

Tho illustrations are probably tho most 
unique that havo ever been printed and 
will no doubt be preserved as 
curiosities by our citizens. They are 
caricatures of the most laughable kind. 
The chief illustration on the first page is 
supposed to represent Victoria from Rock 
Bay bridge. A fow sawlogs are floating 
in tho foreground, in the distance being a 
couple of large chimneys and a fow rick- 
ety structures, which, from the appear- 
ance of tho sky, are being consumed by 
the tircy element. Lieut. -Gov. Nelson's 
inline is placed under an engraving said to 
bo his portrait, but his most intimate 
friend would not recognize him. A 
couple of sketches of what is stated to be 
Beacon Hill park also occupy a place on 
the first page. 

A central feature of tho second page is 
the grouped portraits of the provincial ex- 
ecutive, and a harder looking lot of des- 
peradoes it would bo dillicult to collect 
together, Ex-Mayor Fell, who waB so 
assiduous in his efforts to help along the 
representatives of the paper in their work 
of securing patronage and information, 
has but a sorry return in tho por- 
trait accorded him. W. P. Say- 
ward, Esq., is credited with a likeness 
that is positively appalling. With Gov 
Nelsonj. the Provincial executive,- and ex 
Mayor Fell, hu certainly has good ground 
for a suit for heavy damages. There are 
various other Victoria sketches that tiro of 
similar worth to those already referred to. 
Island railway points, Nantiitno, West- 
minster (ind Vancouver are each ilhiBtrat 
ud, and we think the press of our sister 
cities will bo able to criticize what is in- 
tended to represent them without any aid 
from this journal.

in the society; roceived threats in writing I 
regarding tho saving of these girls; Borne 
letters were anonymous and I burned 
them ; possess a photograph of one lettor 
which is signed and produco it; it is signed 
by the chiof, chief axo wiolder and an- 
other officer; Lim Sam'? signature ia on it; 
the substanceof tholetteristhatif ldidnot 
desist from rescuing girls from houses of 
prostitution they would kill me; was 
present when Lum Hip was arrested; a 
search was made of his room bofore the 
arrest; Sergt. Sheppard was present ; 
another officer was at the door; the 
search resulted in tho finding of a red 
document marked A; 1 translated it and 
the translation is correct: when prisoner 
saw the red document he grabbed at it 
and said it was his; prisoner said ho was 
a member uf the Chee Kung Tong society; 
the signature on tho document is in Lim 
Sam's handwriting; whon Sergt. Shop- 
paid arrested prisoner we saw a bag in 
which we saw two daggers and tho docu- 
ment produced; over his bed we found 
two bars of iron; we also found another 
document which aaid tho money forth- 
coming waB not ready; whon prisoner 
was searched at the gaol found a lettor. 

At 11:30 o'clock the court adjourned 
until 2 o'clock for luncheon, and whon it 
again met, Mr. Vrooman resumed his evi- 
dence. It is as follows: 

Tho lettor produced and addressed to 
the prisoner by Lim Sam wa3 written 
since Lim Sam wa3 arrested on another 
charge; tho Chinese speaking devil re- 
ferred to in thu last letter produced is my- 
self. 

The evidonoo was then read over to the 
prisoners. 

Cross-examiuod by Mr, Gannawsy, Mr. 
Gardiner said: 

Tho affair at Russell's station happened 
two or three months ago; Lim Sam came 
up to tho carriage door and said, "What 
for?"; the girl was crying because she was 
afraid of these people; I was not taking 
this girl by force; Lii" Sam said ho would 
take the matter into court; 1 tako these 
girls to a home; they are at liberty to go 
whereover they choose; know that Lim 
Sam has been interested in getting thoso 
girls from mo; have never made any at- 
tempt to rescue white women, as I do not 
know that they have been found to lead 
bad lives; thero is a section in the Chinese 
act which gives tho collector of customs 
power to refuse tho landing of a prosti- 
tute; have seen Lim Sam's handwriting. 

Tho case was adjourned for further 
hearing until to-day.

MR. WILLIAMS AND HIS EMPLOY- 
EES. 

In the course of a fulsome eulogy on 
Mr. U. T Williams, the opposition candi- 
date for the lueal-houso, the Times, among 
other things, Baid "that he has no sympa- 
thy with, nor is he an employer of, Chin- 
ese," and "by his employees he is es- 
teemed, for his many excellent qualities 
of heart as well of hand." In roply to 
these statements, Mr. Phil 11. Smith 
handed tho Times tho following letter, 
which was refused publication, unless paid 
for: 

Editor Times:— Having had my atten- 
tion called to your article in Saturday's 
issue headed "Mr. II. T. Williams," and 
having worked for him myself for five 
years, during which timo I was abW to 
judge of liiB open-hearted principles, and 
of the treatment accorded those in hia 
employ, I havo no hesitation in saying 
that tho writer of that item was strangely 
oft'. If it was not Mr. R. T. Williams 
himself who penned that doliborate batch 
of falsehoods, it must havo been ono who 
has not had the pleasure of working fur 
him. To those with whom ho is acquaint- 
ed, or have come in contact with him in 
business, he is known only too well; but 
to the newcomer a fow facts would, in all 
probability, prove interesting. 

Mr. Williams has boon in tho book- 
binding business since 1871, during which 
timo he has employed twelve young men 
at different times, seloctod from families 
residing in this city, who were to be 
taught the trade; in addition I might add 
about eighteen young ladies. From this 
small army ho haB never produced a book- 
binder, or had one individual finish the 
trade with him, for tho following reasons: 

1st, That when any had made progress 
enough to bocomo useful, starvation 
wages wero doalt thom with the privilege 
of accepting or leaving the shop. 

2nd, That tho system of " Blave-driv- 
ing " adopted by him had nover tho do- 
sired effect of keoping them under sub- 
jection or in winning thoir respect. • 

3rd, That his word was as changeable 
as tho weather. 

4th, Tho binding by him in writing of 
the apprentices to work for tho lowest 
Wages, and to givo tho largest return to 
his side of the account. 

oth, The refusal to givo in return a 
written agreement to thoroughly teach 
tho trade in a given timo. 

6th, His constant cry of "more work " 
and "loss wages," and finally that tho 
Chinese employed in tho building of his 
bindery and doing odd chores around tho 
yard woro treated with moro rospoot than 
tho whites at the bonch. 

Thoso aro a fow facta of th6 c&so, and 
can be substantiated by ten of hia old 
employees now in this city, and who, by 
tho way, will not forgot his lordship on 
olection day.

GOVERNMENT HOUSE. 

Tho severe weather has severely strain- 
ed the resources fu'' keeping Government 
JIkuso warm and comfortable. They may, 
indeed, be said to lnu failed utterly. 
Built in 1882 by George Hunter Cury, 
then attorney-general, sold to the 
government and added to in 1805, it has 
never, in its best days, been a comfortable 
place of abode in either wet or cold 
weather. The wind whistles through 
numerous cracks and crevices in the walls; 
the roof leaks in spite of constant patch- 
ing; eoltl draughts penetrate all parts. 
Fires in all the rooms and halls fail to 
overcome the cold and dump ol tho atmos- 
phere. In the selection of a site for the 
gubernatorial mansion nil other consid- 
erations were sacrificed to view and situ- 
ation. A little less view and considerable 
more comfort would have made t he House 
a place that occupants might miter with 
delight and leave with regret, Large 
stuns of the public nionej have been voted 
by the legislature For "repairs at Gov- 
ernment House"; but repairing the old 
building is like patching old cloth with 
new. What is wanted is u thorough over- 
hauling of the existing establishment, and 
modem means of heating should take the 
place of open tires. It would he cheaper 
in the long ruu to erect a new building; 
but the country is not prepared for the 
expenditure necessary to do that. The 
Legislature, we think', would nol object to 
voto a sum sufficiently large to place the 
House in complete order.

THE AUK OF ELECTRICITY. 



M it, Thounti 
intelligent idei 



The fact that already between 30 and 40 
electric street railways are in successful 
operation at less cost of working than they 
could be operated by horse power, seems 
to determine the future motive power for 
street car lines. One reason which pre- 
vents many new street railways from ad 
opting the electric motor in its present 
state is that new inventions and improve- 
ments are being constantly made, and the 
companies hesitate to make largo invest- 
ments in a plan of working that is so 
manifestly in a transition state. The 
atorago system seems likely to bo in the 
line of ultimate success. There are many 
advantages in a plan that makes each car 
free to act of itself without the necessity 
of overhead or ground lines to supply the 
electric force. in the storage system 
gradual improvement is noted, ami the in- 
tense activity of inventive genius now 
directed toward electric motors and their 
appliances, gives good reason to hope that 
within a brief space electricity will supply 
the cheapest and best power for operating 
street ears.

in 0. P. N. Co. 's steamers/ Natural 
ly, the iVeirs and the ex-mayor re 
joice at the defeat of Mr. Higgins. He 
is held up as a "foe" and "enemy" of th 
terminal city, and as mainly responsibl 
for the feeling of hostility which exists 
between the two places. That Mr. Hig

A.N INTERESTING QUESTION. 

Hong Ven Chang is a young man who 
sent finds himself in great difficulty. 
But the affliction he has to Buffer is not of 
his own making. He is the victim of cir- 
cumstances over which he had no cont rol, 
and his inconvenience is entirely the re- 
sult of a naturalization law which he con- 
siders unjust and unreasonable. His case 
seems to he about as follows: Chang be- 
came a resident of the United Stales in 
very early youth. As he had opportunity 
he went to school just as white hoys do; 
but tew white boys have shown the pro- 
ticieney displayed by this child of the 
Orient. After going through the usual 
courses, he graduated from an American 
college, and prepared himself \to adopt 
the profession of the law. When ho ap- 
plied for admittance to the bavof the 
.-late of New York, so much interest was 
taken in his case, and he was so favorably 
thought of by those in authority, that the 
legislature passed an act authorizing the 

court to waive allegiance in his case and 
admit him to practice. I'.nt when the 
subject was brought before the general 
term ol the supreme court two judges 
held that, as he was an unnaturalized alien, 
he could not bo admitted. This int. indue- I 
US a conflict of authority, as tho COUl't 
of appeals holds that the legislature litis! 
power to pass an act permitting aliens to 
practice, There is still another com plica- J 
tion. Chang, being refused admission to : 
the bar because of not being a citizen, 
applied for naturalization papers, which 
were granted by a regular judge. Other 
judges, however, believe that, according 
to the international lan on the subject, a 
Chiniinau cannot be naturalized. Section 
2, l(i!» the l'i 

reads as follows: "The provisions of this 
title shall apply to aliens being free while 
us of African nativity. 
African descent." In 
reference whatever is 
Asi.atic nativity. It 
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remains for the general term to decide 
whether the ease of the would-be New 
York lawyer is elsewhere covered by the 
constitution. The final decision of this 
unit tor will be wailed for with, a great deal 
of interest. Should it turn in favor of the 
applicant it might appear that the present 
enactment, wdiich aims to keep Chinamen 
from becoming citizens, is sufficiently 
incomplete to make it fatally defective. 



" VOLAPDK" SUPERSEDED. 

A new candidate for the honors of hi- 
nting a universal language has come to 
the front in the person of one Dr. Esper- 
anto, of Warsaw. The new language in- 
vented by this gentleman, it is said, is to 
upersedo Volapiik, so that, the people 
who have commenced to master that cur- 
ious specimen of linguistic hodge-podge 
will have to turn their attention in an- 
other direction, as the chances of its ever 
becoming tho universal language are re- 
mote. It is obviously impossible that 
thore can over be two universal languages 
and if scholars keep on inventing new 
uuguagos, each one intended to bo uni- 
versal and each intended to suporsede the 
other, it is difficult to sou how there can 
over be any wdiich will till the whole bill. 
.Some intelligent native of New 
Guinea, for instance, realizing the 
advantages of a language which 
would enable him to mako himself under- 
stood all the world over, might devote 
his leisure time to acquiring a knowledge 
f Volapuk, only to find that bis neigh- 
bor from Gilolo had dropped on some- 
thing newer in the linguistic lino and had 
exhausted his ynurgies in mastering the 
system of Dr. Esparanto. It, is obvious

This peculiar 
ways been a drawback in the 
1 development in the land of 
ast. More than a hundred 
years ago Corean statesmen saw that if 
their country was ever to become a nation- 
ality of strength some way must lie de- 
vised to establish political and commercial 
relations with the. progressive nations of 
the west. But any steps in this direc- 
tion which were taken by them or their 
successors received the vigorous opposition 
of China. That country of remarkably 
grasping instincts never hut the hope of 
getting full possession of the valuable 
peninsula extending a way from her north- 
eastern frontier. Consequently it. has 
been the aim of China to prevent the 
introduction of modernizing tendencies 



by which the Coreans might understand 
that there is no real necessity for their, to 
groan under a Chinese or Russian yoke. 
At present the pressure, both at home 
and from abroad, is getting loo strong for 
these countries to resist. The Coreans 
are in the way to speedily (bid out that 
they have international, rights, which 
Europe is ready to guarantee whenever 
the request is made through proper chan- 
nels.

ONTARIO. 

Mrs. Gouso and it mail named Lejuiire 
wore run into at Chatham while crossing 
tha Grr.nd Trunk tracki The woman was 
killed and the man fatally injured. 

Edwin Key, aged 12 years, Toronto, in 
jumping from a sleigh, rolled under the 
street curs and received probably fatal 
injuries. 

Robert It. Neil, one of the most des- 
perate convicts in tlio Central prison, To- 
ronto, stabbed Guard John Rutledgy, 
probably fatally. Ho had been unruly, 
and was locked in a dark cell all night. 
Wh n the guard wont to take him his 
breakfast on Friday, .Neil plunged a knife 
into the officer, the blade entering the 
groin und penetrating to a great depth. 

Henry Taylor, ex-Manager of the On- 
tario Investment Association and Presi- 
dent of the Bunk of London, was sent, up 
for trial on one of the first of the 
five charges of embezzlement. The grand 
jury found a true bill in his case. He will 
ask to have tho trial postponed until the 
spring assizes. In the meantime he will 
remain in jail. 

A special cable from London to the 
Mail says: "The feeling is rapidly grow- 
ing that as commercial union would 
greatly promote the prosperity of the 
Dominion, it is desirable in tho interest 
of British investors. This view has been 
put forward in two or three Liberal news- 
papers, and it is favored by several promi- 
nent members of the Peace society, who 
have just returned from a visit to tho 
United States and Canada."

1887, it can 
scarcely be denied I hat the Company -.Tore 
on tho 23rd February HW5, and indeed 
up to the 23rd Juno, 1887, (tho dato of 
passing of the C. P. R. amendment Act) 
utterly incapable of carrying out that 
which they had agreed to do, in r mpect 
of this extension beyond their Port 
Moody terminus. The Company have now 
at last (by C, f>(i, of 1887, *m\ 7), obtain 
id what 1 in August, 1881), pointed out as 
absolutely necessary for them to L.o'e, 
viz., a legislative sanction for the con- 
struction of this extension, wit limit which 
it was impossible for them, being a Cor- 
poration, to hold or acquire the lands at 
nil through which the proposed lino would 
p»H3, even by the free oift of a willing 
owr.ar, far less by compulsion, Evidently, 
the very (irst tiling they ought to have 
done in order to curry out their agreement 
of the 23rd February, 1885, was to pro- 
cure this legislative sanction from the Do- 
minion Parliament. Possibly, in order to 
clothe themselves with the full ability to 
perform their agreement, it might have 
been necessary that they should also have 
procured the sanction of tho Proviucinl 
legislature. That, introduces the diacus- 
sion of the powerof eminent or paramount 
domain as to which 1 say nothing. Bul 
clearly, if the Company had procure I 
in l88o the enactment contained in sec 
lion 5 of their Act of 1,887, no court in 
British Columbia would or could have in- 
terfered to provollt this extension, for if 
the paramoun domain in the lands in 
question bo vested in tho Dominion Pa r- 
liament, the Company would clearly In e 
been in in their right , and if the author- 
ity of tho Dominion parliament had been 
called in question, that would be to dis- 
pute the constitutionality of the 
which since 1881' is removed from 
jurisdiction of this court, and roservi 
the Exchequer court. 

It thereforo appears that tho orders o J 
this court referred to in the fifth pan- 
graph of the statement of defence, created 
no new disability, bin merely doolar d the 
disability in which the Company had b en 
from the lirst. and which no decree of 
any court would cither create or remove ;

(U. S. p. 102) "where tho condition 
has become impossible by reason of the 
refusal (to marry) of tho obligee herself 
yet that shall not excuse tho obligor from 
the penalty of the bond unless he alleges 
in his pleadings that ho has done all in his 
power to induce her to comply," i. c, 
without such allegation the plea would be 
demurrable; and the act, of tho obligee is 
at least as ellicient to excuse the non-per- 
formance as the act of tho law could bo. 

The stringency with which any stipulated 
penalties for iiou-perfornianco of a con- 
tract is generally enforced is well- ilhis- 
ttatodby tho decision in Jones v. St. 
John s College. There the plaintiff had 
bound himself to execute certain works 
for the defendants in a given time, with » 
penalty of £5 poi diem for any delay. It 
became by reason of the acts of the do- 
fondants themselves, as in the case just 
cited from Bacon, impossible to execute 
the works in the given time, but tho con 
tractor was held bound to allow the pen- 
alty to be deduced from the contract 
price for the works. 

For those reasons, irrespective of the 
technical reasons (irst adverted to, 1 
think the circumstances mentioned in the 
paragraph of the statement of defence 
furnish no defence to the action on the 
bond, and the demurrer must be allowed 
with costs.

Drake is really occupied by discussing the 
liabilities of carriers by sea in general,, 
iships and in particular ships respectively, 
where the loss is occasioned by what i;i 
called "the act of God" I'm: as to the 
point on which alone that case is of inter- 
est here, Chief Justice Cockburn quotes 
approvingly (p. 437) and applies £he lan- 
guage of Mr. Justice Stoiy: "It th« loss 
occurs by a peril of the s,-a which might 
have boon avoided by the exercise of rea- 
sonable skill or .diligence, it is not t.o be 
deemed such a loss by perils of the sea 
as will exempt the carrier from liability, 
but rather a loss by the gross negligence 
of the party." Here the whole impedi- 
ment might have boon forestalled, if iho 
Company had done at lirst what they 
have found it necessary to do at last; the 
real impediment being, not the orders of 
the court referred to in the statement of 
defence, hut the inherent incapacity of a 
corporation to hold lands without parlia- 
mentary sanction.
